Bryan filled in the intervals of his political 
campaigns with Chautauqua lectures, with the 
editing of The Commoner and with other in- 
terests of a nature, always 
very seriously cause he was temporeri 
promoting. “You shall not crucify mankind 
upon a cross of gold,” he exclaimed in 1896, a 
declamation sely parallel with his utter- 
ance at the San Francisco Democratic Con- 
vention in 1920, “My heart is in the grave with 
oor cause.” Thé cause he referred to was pro- 
hibition and the defeat of Bryan’s prohi 

ank occasioned the remark. His recent dec- 

ration that Christianity is in danger of being 
overthrown at Dayton, Tenn., is in the same 
category. 

Bryan had not yet taken up F can in 1898, 
‘for he raised a regiment of volunteer infantry 
in Nebraska and ame its colonel. It did 
not see service. He was still in the grip of 
the Free Silver theory then. In 1899 he fa- 
vored the acceptance of the treaty with Spain 
closing the Spanish-American War, and in the 
following year opposed the acquisition of the 
Philippines which was accomplished by that 
treaty, Trust busting was his hobby in 1904, 
though his temporary defeat in the St. Louis 
Democratic Convention of that year gave it 
something of a setback. From that he pro- 
gressed to government owgership, and then 
began to urge pacifism. — 

Bryan did not appear to be interested even 
mildly in evolution at this time, taking up the 
subject in earnest, after pacifism and prohibi- 
tion, about 1920. His latest interest is selling 
Florida real estate. 
' Bryan and Darrow have met before cori- 
troversially. In 1923 Darrow tried to bait 
Bryan into a debate on evolution by publish- 
ing a series of contrayersial Biblical questions. 
Bryan refused to fall into the:trap, saying: “If 
the Chicago lawyer wants &h answer to his

“In his early years Bryan wrote a book in 
which he q with apparent approval, Jef- 
ferson'’s word that religion does not need the 
aid of law to overcome error, and that any at- 
tempt to compel acceptance of a religious 
doctrine does not make Christians, but 
h rites.

titles of his books are equally revealing. “The 
First Battle” was published in 1897; “Under 
Other Flags” (his trip abroad, though one 
might think it concerned the Alton B. Parker 
campaign in the same year) in 1904; “The Old 
World and Its Ways,” in 1907; “Heart to 
Heart Appeals” in 1917; “The Menace of Dar- 
winism” and “The Bible and Its Enemies” in 
1921 and “In His Image” in 1924.

C. P, Connolly, a writer in Collier’s Weekly, 
describing the dramatic conclusion of the Mc- 
Namara cases, charged that Darrow had 
financed the campaign of the Socialist, Job 
Harriman, for Mayor of Los Angeles from 
funds contributed to the McNamara defense. 
Of Darrow, himself Connolly wrote: 


“Clarence Darrow is a great stage artist, a 
greater artist than lawyer. He poses for the 
public, he s for the newspaper men. He 
would chafe in the spo wad of a lawyer who 
merely knew the law, who saw only the judge 
on the bench, the jury in the box, the witness 
in the chair and his antagonist across the 
table, and so his associates are selected for 
their capacity to aid his ylterior pyrpose. 

“He affects the intellectual, but he has what 
few intellectuals have, a deep and far-reachin 
cunning. His cases are tried for the world 
outside the courtroom.” - 

Darrow has always sought court roles 
that would give h (the maximum 
self-advertising. Such was his championship 
of Loeb and Id, the thful Chicago 
mufderers, last. year, in which he reversed his 
former attitude of protector of the poor and 
declared that if his clients were hanged for 
having committed one of the most. brutal 
crimes of the century, it would be only be- 
cause their parents were wealthy. Here again 
Darrow was forced to plead his clients guilty 
to save their necks, 


Like Bryan, Darrow is a professing pacifist, 
declaring himself a convert to Tolstoy's doc- 
trine of nonresistance. In the course of a 
lecture on crime and criminals he once gave 
utterance to this remarkable phrase: “I do 
not believe there is any sort of distinction be- 
tween the real moral condition of people in 
and out of jail.” 


Darrow is an author of several books, the 
titles of which in some cases give a clew to 
his ideas: “Persian Pearl” (essays,) “Resist Not 
Evil,” Farmington (a novel,) “An Eye for an 
Eye,” and “Crime, its Cause and Treatment.” 
In the latter he carried his theoretical nonre- 
sistance doctrine to its logical conclusion by 
advocating Soeg away with the punishment 
of criminals.
